Birmingham, Ala., March 25. — A tpr- 
rlflr wind and rain storm passed ovor 
Birmingham and vicinity doing much 
damage. Many houaet were blown 
down in the louthweBtern section of 
the city. It la estimated that 15 peo- 
ple were killed and 1,000 persons hurt. 
The entire police force, fire depart- 
ment and all the ambulancea in the 
city, together with scores ot turgeonB 
have been summoned to the scene. 

Among the dead are the followin:;; 
Dr. Q. C. Chapman, prominent physi- 
cian, killed by falling debris in Men- 
tor's store on South Twentieth street: 
Mrs. Robert J. Lowe, wife of the chair- 
man of the state DenKKMatie rommit- 
tee and her infant son, killed at their 
residence on South Highlands; J. Alex- 
ander, merchant, killed in his store at 
Avenue J and Twenty-fourth street; 
W. P. Dickerson. bookkeeper, killed in 
Mentor's store; also a number of ne- 
groes. Among the fatai.y iJiiurrd are 
Mrs. R. H. Thomas and Mrs. W. PI. 
'1 homas, wife and mother of a promi- 
nent I'eal estate apent. 

The same storm swept over Iron- 
dale, seven miles east of here and it is 
said practically destroyed the business 
part of the town. Seven are reported 
killed there and many injured. 

Pratt City also suttered much, the 
pnbllc school building beins unroofed 
and the First Methodist church having 
iU steeple blown oft. Many negro 
cabins were wrecked and a number of 
people hurt. 

North Birmingham and other su- 
burbs also suffered. The wind blew a 
fearful gale and rain tell in enormous 
sheets. It is feared that when full re- 
ports come in the damage will he 
•liowtt to have been very heavy. 

Southern Pacific Storm. 
Victoria, U. C, March 25 — Mail ad- 
▼leos from Suva bring details of a 
great hurricane which recently 
wrought much havoc in the south Pa- 
cific. The st(Mm over New Caledonia, 
especially on the east coast was the 
worst for years. Two large sailing 
vessels and a steamer were lost The 
steamer Hero was driven on the rocks 
at Kouaoua and foundered toK' ther 
with several barRca loaded with nicliel. 
The bark Emil Galline was swept to 
disaster on the coast at Tchio and the 
new tour masted ship Vllle du Havre, 
partly loaded with nickel, was strand- 
ed at Noumea, win re she soon broke 
up. The loss of life, it was said, was 
large. Tonga and Fiji also suffered. 
At Nukoolofa, among the small craft 
wrecked was the king's yacht. A good 
many coast vessels were wrecked at 
the Fijls and other danuiRe was done. 
The island of Matuku was swept by a 
tidal wave and over 100 houses were 
blown down or swept away. Many 
lives are reported lost. 

Floods at Chicago. 

Chicago, .March 2.^).— Ht avy rains ot 
the past few days have caused floods 
in the lowlands south and southeast of 
Chicago and the suburban towns of 
Grand Crossing, Dreiel, Woodruff, 
Dauphin Park and Bnrnslde are inun- 
dated. The water in some places is 
so deep that many families are impris- 
oned in their houses and sidewalks, 
fences and ontbuildlngi have floated 
away.

Carnegie aome weeka ago offered to give 
this city $50,000 for a public library pro- 
vided aufficient money waa appropriated 
by Oonocil to provide lit ita main* 
tenance. There is a bitter ti^iht not only 
Hgainat taxing the people for library 
maintenaaoe, but agafnat the aooeptance 
of the tr^COOO even without any condi- 
tiona. The Tradea Assembly protested, 
and all the labor onions compoaing the 
a?fembly are taking similar action. At 
a meeting of Division 89, Amalgamated 
Aaaociation of Street Kailway Employes 
of America, a committee composed of J. 
S. McKibben, Walter V. Tyler and Jos. 
L. Uhl, reported : 

"That such donations are inimical to 
that independence that Am3r:can man- 
hood is assumed to possess nm ^;t neral 
principles) and eapecially ao in thia caae 
when eneh flagrant injoatiee, even to 
munlcr, has been done to those whose 
toil ia represented in every dollar of the 
money thna aonght 

"It was well said by a delejjate that be- 
tween the lines of books thus obtained 
one oould see the blood and aweat of 
thousands of workers, and on the mar- 
gins of every page the tragedy of Home- 
stead. The spirit of hero worship that 
prompta the acceptance of auch gifta and 
that looks npon atrnctnrea thna erected

Rodenburg 0«tta Brewer's Piaee— Ohio

Washington, March 26.— The preal 

dent has aprolntcd rx Congrcssman 
W. .\. Koilcnhurg of Illinois, a mcmli. r 
of the civil service commission to 
succeed Mark S. Brewer, deceased; 
and F. L A'.lcn, of Auburn, N. Y., com- 
misKionrr of patf-nts to snccnod Com 
missioner Duell, rcsiRntd. The sclfc 
tion of Mr. Rodenburg reliovos one of 
the factors which haa delayed the ap- 
pointment of the St. Louis exposition 
commisBloners. Mr. Rndcnbtirg's 
friends pressed him persistently for 
one of these plac es.

The Korean Muddle. 

WashlnKton. Mareh 25. -The state 
department haa received from Mr. 
Allen, our minister at Seoul, Korea, 
dispatchea confirming the cable report 
of the removal of McCleavy Brown, 
the director general of Korean ens- 
toms. As this action of the emperor, 
undertaken at the Ijehest of Russia, 
goes far to wipe out tbe integrity of 
Korea, according to the estimate of 
the officials here, it will not be allowed 
to pass without a remonstrance on our 
part, for oftieials are convinced that 
Russian domination of Korea would 
mean the extinguishment of American 
interests in that quarter, and these in 
recent years have become important.
